Brigadier General Timothy Coakley was commissioned as a Second Lieutenant on 
active duty from James Madison University ROTC in 1996. He served as a tank platoon 
leader, tank company executive officer, assistant $3, and as the S1 in Ist Battalion, 
68th Armor at Fort Carson, Colorado, before joining the New Jersey Army National 
Guard in 2000. Brigadier General Coakley first served in the New Jersey Army National 
Guard as the commander of A Troop, 5th Squadron, 117th Cavalry. His subsequent 
Iai! fy assignments include being the State's first Officer Strength Manager, executive officer 
of Ist Squadron, 102nd Cavalry, and as the deputy G1, Joint Force Headquarters. 
* Brigadier General Coakley commanded the Recruiting Battalion of the New Jersey 
Army National Guard and then the Ist Squadron, 102nd Cavalry before being assigned 
as the NJARNG JFHQ G1. He took command of the 44th Infantry Brigade Combat 
Team on O01 July 2017 and served as the Deputy T32 Dual-Status Commander for 
Hurricane Maria relief operations in 2017 before being assigned as the Chief of Staff, New Jersey Army National Guard. 
He was promoted to Brigadier General on 05 July 2021 and assigned as the Director of the Joint Staff, New Jersey National 
Guard, where he is responsible for domestic operations. He deployed with the Ist Squadron, 102nd Cavalry from 2008-2009 
in support of Operation Iraqi Freedom.
